By Labor Day weekend, Boyne 
City and area diners will be able to 
get a Big Mac, Fries and a drink 
say Officials from the McDonalds 
Corporation who were in Boyne 
City Monday to get approval for 
their 2,250 square foot, 50 seat

The Boyne City Planning Board 
approved the site plan for the new 
restaurant which will be located 
near the corner of M-75 South and 
Division Street between REA 
Acres and the former Wolverine 
Power Company. 

The firm has settled on that 
location after considering several 
in the community over the past 
year, Tom Rackliffe, New Location 
Specialist for McDonalds, said af- 
ter the meeting. And although 
they have not yet completed all 
permits, the firm expects to be 
able to start construction some 
time in July with the projected

Frankfort, Germany’ is ne 
for the humble product, “Frank- 
.furter Wurstchen”, the great 
E senegal fiat ‘American hot- 
“Applewoi”, a potent ” 
apple cider. ¥ 

However, sausages were known 
as far back as Ancient Babylon. 
During the ‘middle ages German 
food was about the same as_all 
other European countries with the 
same natural resources. Their 
dishes were prepared with a 
spiciness. that we can. hardly 
imagine today. The spices were. 
needed to preserve their food as 
well as'to season it. The richer 
they were, the spicier their food. 
The ‘spices brought from the Far 
East. were expensive and could be 
used for money exchange. With 
this spicy food they drank beer, 
cider and milk; only the rich people 
drank wine, then it was usually 
served, spice and hot. 

The hot-dog was brought to 
America shortly before the Civil 
War by areal Frankforter, Charles 
Feltman, who opened up a stand 
on New York's Coney Island, ser- 
ving grilled sausages on warm 


rolls. First for a dime apiece then: 


later he charged a nickel. Ted 
Dorgan, a Hearst sports cartoonist, 
gave the frankfurter it's nick-name 
in 1906. While munching a frank- 
furter at a ball game, he noticed 
that it resembled a dachshund. He 
drew a cartoon of it naming it “hot- 
dog.” The name spread like wild. 
fire and since then Americans 
have consumed billions of hot-dogs. 

What would a good hot-dog be 
without a tangy mustard? Most 
American mustards are from light 
mustard seeds which gives it a 
mild flavor. An American version 
of Dijon mustard is delicate and 
pleasant. A Creole mustard from 
New Orleans has a grainy texture 
and mild spicy flavor. The Cajun 
mustards are peppery. I learned 
recently that Dijon mustard gets 
it’s enticing quality from “ver- 
juice”, an acid juice extracted from 
unripened grapes. 

Anyone who grew up in Flint, 
Michigan will. remember the 
Coney Island place downtown on 
the bridge. It was famous and 
everyone visiting the Flint area 
had to sample the perfect hot-dog. 
It was served with a delicious, 
meaty and spicy sauce. My friends 
still talk about the most delicious 
hotdog they ever tasted. 

Hot-dogs were always an excuse 
for a picnic; the kind we had during 
those depression years. Someone 
would furnish the weiners, another 
the rolls, mustard and chopped 
onions. We would build an open 
fire and when the coals were just

SECTION 1. TITLE 


This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the BOYNE CITY PROPERTY DIVISION -RECONFIGURATION OR- 
DINANCE, will be referred to herein as “this Ordinance”. ‘ 


SECTION 2. PURPOSE AND AUTHORIZATION ~ 


This Ordinance is adopted pursuant to, and under the provisions of Act. No. 279 (Home Rule City Act) of the Public Acts of 
1909, being MCL 117.1 et seq., as amended, and Act No. 288 (Sub-Division Control Act) of the Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended, being MCL 660.101 et seq., to provide a procedure for the division and/or tion of properties located 
within the City of Boyne City, Michigan, and to regulate and control, in the interest of the public health, safety and welfare, 
the division and/or reconfiguration of properties within the City of Boyne City; to prescribe rules and regulations relating 
to such divisions andjor reconfigurations; to provide penalties for the violation of this Ordinance; and to provide for the 
relationship of this Ordinance to other Laws and Ordinances. 


SECTION 3. DIVISION-RECONFIGURATION OR PROPERTY 


Any real property which is divided, split, or reconfigured (such as in the case of eliminating or relocating lot lines), or is 
proposed to be divided, split, or reconfigured after the effective date of this Ordinance, rus Beit Be ag peeved iy te Cy 
Commission in accordance with the procedures set forth in this Ordinance, in order to insure conformance with Jot area, lot 
width, and road frontage requirements, and other requirements of this Ordinance and the Boyne City Zoning Ordinance. 
Review and approval must. be obtained prior to the real property being recorded as a separate and individual parcel on the 
Boyne City tax rolls. Further, before approval of such a division, split, or reconfiguration can be granted, the person, firm, 
corporation, partnership or other entity requesting the property division, split and/or reconfiguration must. first provide 
the following information to the City of Boyne City, and follow the following procedure: 


A. The applicant shall submit a sketch to the Zoning Administrator for his examination. The sketch shall 
‘eontain the dimensions of the property to be divided, split or reconfigured, and the dimensions 

of the property or properties resulting from such divisions, splits or reconfigurations, together 

with such information as is necessary to determine its location within the city.  tnians: 


B. The Zoning Administrator shall determine whether the proposed divisions, splits or reconfigur- 
ations comply with Act 288 of the Michigan Public Acts of 1967, if applicable, and whether the 
resulting parcel (s) are of sufficient area and size 90 as to comply with the applicable provisiions 
of said Act, if applicable, and/or tlie provisions of the Boyne City Zoning Ordinance. No proposed 
division, split or reconfiguration shall create a lot or lots which would be unbuildable according to 
the provisions of the Boyne City Zoning Ordinance. Since it is the desire of the City to avoid the 
creation of irregularly shaped parcels or lots within the City, any new lot line which is created as 
a result of a proposed division, split or reconfiguration shall be located so as to be consistent and 
in harmony with existing lot lines of the property being divided, and/or adjacent lot lines (Le., the : on 
new jot line(s) shall parallel! existing lot lines), When, in the opinion of the City, exceptional or 
extraordinary circumstances or conditions exist that do not generally apply to other property and 
have not resulted from any act of the applicant, and such circumstances or conditions warrant a 
ee ee ene 

harmony with existing lot lines. 


C. The Zoning Administrator shal] do one of the following: 
1.Tentatively approve or disapprove the proposed divisions, split or reconfiguration, or 


2. Refer the decision on tentative approval or disapproval of the application to the Boyne City 
Planning Board. The Boyne City Planning Board shall tentatively approve the proposed division, eae 
split or reconfiguration, or disapprove the same with the reasons provided to the applicant in 
writing. In the case of a tentative denial by the Zoning Administrator or the Planning Board, 
the applicant shall have the option of resubmitting a revised proposal to the Zoning Administrator, 
or appealing the decision to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


D. Following tentative approval of the proposed division, split or reconfiguration by the Zoning 
Administrator or the Planning Board, the applicant shall furnish to the Zoning Administrator 
the following information prior to the application being processed for the final approval:

2.A full and complete legal description (in the shortest form possible), which fully describes the 
property or properties resulting from such divisions, splits or reconfigurations. 


3. Written verification and proof of ownership in the form of a policy of title insurance or a com- 
mitment for the same, by warranty deed, quit-claim deed, land contract, or other legal document 
of conveyance, which identifies the owner, or owners of both the parcel of property proposed 

for division and/or reconfiguration and the resulting property or properties, 


4. A copy of the Land Divisions Availability form, available from the City of Boyne City, which 
must be signed by the applicant certifying that proposed splits under 10 acres are available - 
without triggering the subdivision requirements of the Subdivision Control Act. 


SECTION 5. REVIEW AND FINAL APPROVAL 


Upon receiving all of the information required by Section 40D) above, the Zoning Administrator shall refer the application 
to the Boyne City Planning Board, on approval or disapproval of the application. Final approval or disapproval shall be 
determined by the City Commission, following a hearing to consider the same. Following approval by the City Com- 
mission, the City Clerk shall direct a letter to the Charlevoix County Treasurer and the Charlevoix County Equalization 
Department indicating such approval. Copies of said letter shall be furnished to the Boyne City Planning Board and the 
City Commission 


SECLION 6. DIVISIONS NOT APPROVED 


Any property division, split or reconfiguration which has not been first approved by the City in accordance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, will not be considered a valid division, split or reconfiguration of such property under the ‘ 
terms of this Ordinance; and any property which has not received approval by the City pursuant to the provisions of this D 
Ordinance wil ot be paged on the City tax rolls as separate and individual parcel of propery 


Any applicant aggrieved by a tentative decision of the Zoning Administrator or the Planning, Board, or by a final decision 
of the. Boyne City Commission, may appeal said decision to the Boyne City Zoning Board of Appeals. 


SECTION 7. ISSUANCE OF ZONING PERMIT 


After the effective date of this Ordinance, prior to the issuance of any zoning permit for construction upon a parcel of real 
which has been divided, the person or entity applying for the zoning permit must first provide the following

A. Written verification and evidence of the approval of the division of real property by the City 
of Boyne City: . 


B. A tax roll number which has been assigned to the particular property division or reconfiguration: 


C. A recorded copy ofthe survey, with gal desrption and drawing ofthe sid pare or parcels, 
or property (as heretofore described in this Ordinance} and 


D. A recorded copy of the legal document which establishes the applicant's ownership interest in the 
property (that is, a warranty deed, quit-claim deed, land contract or other written evidence of 
ownership and title to the property). 


SECTION 8. VIOLATIONS AND PENALTIES 


A violation of any provision of this Ordinance shall constitute a misdemeanor. Any person, firm, corporation, partnership 
or other entity who violates, disobeys, omits neglects or refuses to comply with a provision of this Ordinance shall be guilty 
of & misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be subject to a fine of not more than $500, or imprisonment in the 
County Jail for‘a period not to exceed 90 days, or both such fine and imprisonment at the discretion of the Court, and in 
addition; shall pay to the City of Boyne City the cost of prosecution, including actual and reasonable attorney fees. Each 
and every day, during which such violation continues, shall be deemed a separate offense. The imposition of any sentence 
shall not exempt the offender from compliance with the provisions of this Ordinance. ; n

3kinds of caterpillars threatening area 


Three kinds of caterpillars 
commonly raise havoe with 
homeowners’ shade, fruit and or- 
namental trees. 

To minimize the damage these 
caterpillars cause by chewing on 
leaves, homeowners should learn 
to distinguish between the eastern 
tent caterpillar, the forest tent 
caterpillar and the gyspy moth 
caterpillar, says David Smitley, 
Michigan State University Exten- 
sion entomologist. 

The eastern tent caterpillar 
makes a silken tent where a bran- 
ch joins the trunk or a larger limb. 
Large numbers of the caterpillars 
hide in .the tent during the day, 
coming out at night to feed on 
foliage. Homeowners often think 
that tents mean the gypsy moth is 
attacking their tree. The forest 
tent caterpillar and the gypsy 
moth caterpillar do not make tents, 
however. That is one very obvious 
difference between the eastern 
tent caterpillar and the other in- 
sects. 

The eastern tent caterpillar 
prefers to eat the leaves of wild 
cherry, apple, pear and crabapple 
trees. 

The adult moth lays its eggs as 
a silvery, spindle-spaped mass 


wrapped around twigs, When the 
eggs hatch in early spring, the lar- 
vae (young caterpillars) spin their 
prominent silk tent in the crotch of 
a tree. 

At this early stage, homeowners 
ean easily destroy eastern tent 
caterpillars by using a stick or 
similar object to remove the tent 
and then crushing, burying or bur- 
ning the caterpillars. 

If the trees are small, 
homeowners can also control 
eastern tent caterpillars by 
spraying an insecticide such as 
Bacillus thuringiensis  (B.t.), 
malathion (Cythion) or carbaryl 
(Sevin) on the tree leaves. 
Spraying the tent with insecticide 
is usually ineffective. 

“The spray must be applied to 


the leaves of the tree and the 


caterpillar has to eat the leaves 
before the insecticide is effective,” 
Smitley says. 

A large eastern tent caterpillar 
has a black head, a prominent light 
stripe down the middle of its back 
and small blue dots on both sides 
of the stripe. 

When the forest tent caterpillar 
is large, it has a blue head, a 
prominent row of yellow dots 
down the middle of its back and 


bluish sides. 

This insect’s resting sites are of- 
ten covered with silk, but it does 
not form tents. 

“The forest tent caterpillar is 
native to Michigan and has been 

}on problem for decades.” 
mitley says. “It is doubtful that 
many homeowners will see the in- 
sect this year because it is on the 
collapse side of what has been a 
large caterpillar population during 
the past two year.” 

The preferred foods of the forest 
tent caterpillar include poplar, 
alder, sugar maple, birch, willow, 
plum, cherry and hawthorn leaves. 

When forest tent caterpillars 
populations are high. the destruc- 
tion of trees can rival that caused 
by the gypsy moth caterpillar. — 

Homeowners are likely to begin 
seeing gypsy moth caterpillars 
during late May and early June. 

The young caterpillars emerge 
from patches of fuzzy beige or 
yellow egg masses and begin 
crawling to the tops of trees. 

Large caterpillars have dark 
heads and prominent blue and red 
dots on their backs, 

The‘gypsy moth caterpillar will 
eat the leaves of a wide range of 
trees, but they prefer oak, aspen,
